Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Claim 1 is 
allowable because the prior art of record fails to disclose or suggest or teach the recited 
the entire plate heat exchanger is confined within and substantially fills the bottom half 
of the casing , where a primary refrigerant can flow around the plate heat exchanger 
and a secondary refrigerant can flow through the plate heat exchanger. The closet prior 
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art of record EPO 758073 A1 to Svoboda; US 6,158,238 A to Lampinen et al; US 
3,734,168 to DeGroote and US 3,048,373 to R. D. Bauer et al., disclose the invention 
substantially except the above disclosed feature.
